Remark 

• This Office Action is in response to applicant's amendment filed on August 24, 2006, which has 
been entered into the file. 

• By this amendment, the applicant has amended claims 1, 5, 10 and 12. 

• Claims 1-3, 5-7, and 9-13 remain pending in this application. 

Reasons for Allowance 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: of the prior art references 
considered none has disclosed a polarizing eyeglass device adaptable for use with a first type (or second 
type) and third type (or fourth type) of stereoscopic image display apparatus, including an image 
display screen having first and second areas for displaying pieces of image information corresponding to 
a parallax, a polarizing plate and a phase difference plate adhered to a front surface of the polarization 
plate corresponding to first area of the image display panel, with the explicitly stated detail arrangements 
set forth in the claims, and the polarizing eyeglass device, that is comprised of a polarized light 
separation means, first polarization direction changing means adhere to a first face of the polarized light 
separation means in a first viewing region and a second polarization direction changing means adhered to 
a second face opposite to the first face of the polarization separation means in the second viewing region, 
wherein the polarizing eyeglass device has a first and second arrangements, with the details explicitly set 
forth in the claims, such that by reversing the eyeglass device between first and second arrangements and 
by switching the image display apparatus between the first and third type display apparatus the 
stereoscopic image viewing can be preserved. The essential difference between the first and third type of 
stereoscopic image display apparatus is that the polarization plate for the two apparatus are of orthogonal 
polarization state with each other. Similarly, a polarizing eyeglass device adaptable for use with a second 
type and fourth type of stereoscopic image display apparatus, also including an image display screen 
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having first and second areas for displaying pieces of image information corresponding to a parallax, a 
polarizing plate and a phase difference plate adhered to a front surface of the polarization plate 
corresponding to first area of the image display panel, with the explicitly stated detail arrangements set 
forth in the claims, and the polarizing eyeglass device having a third and fourth arrangements with the 
details also set forth in the claims such that by reversing the eyeglass device between third and fourth 
arrangements and by switching the image display apparatus between the second and fourth type display 
apparatus the stereoscopic image viewing can be preserved.
